A Wholesome Check Applied. 


I.eiand Stanford University in California is drawing the 


Jine, not on wealth, but on the practice of squandering wealth 
while ostensibly pursuing its courses of study and allowing 
the pursuit of pleasure to interfere with the hard work that 
must be done by every student, rich or poor, who is to get 
front ihe institution the benefit he should receive from a course 
of study there. 
. 
The stand taken by President Wilbur makes it apparent 


•that wealth and the habits it engenders are interfering with 
the work of the university. He has decreed that hereafter the 
students shall not have automobiles or indulge too freely in 
dancing and other pleasures which take their time and atten- 
tion from the work they should be doing. Me has consequent- 
ly sent a circular letter to parents in which he says that stu- 
dents with too much money, and disposed to spend iheir time 
in pleasure seeking, are not desired in the institution. 
He 


advises fathers and mothers' not io make too liberal allow- 
ances to their sons and daughters while the latter are pursuing 
their studies, and points to the fact that those students who 
have to struggle for an education arc apt to make the best 
records, not only while in college, but after graduation. 


And this is a well known fact. Abundant means, especially 


in the hands of the. youngydo not encourage the habit of hard 


. work, but have quite the contrary effect. 
It is the student who 


goes to college with a serious purpose that attends to business 
and achieves results, while the money spenders manage to 
wriggle through and receive, their diplomas, which, in some 
cases constitute about the only evidence of tli'e fact ihat they 
have had the advantage of a college course. 


Education is something .that cannot be boiight by the yard 


or the pound. 
It'is something that must be worked for, and 


where wealth interferes with the work of the student it is a 
hindrance rather than the help that it naturally should be. 
The president of Lehind Stanford has evidently been consider- 
ing this subject for some time, and* at last he has drawn the 
line.- He announces that students whose chief aim is to spend 
money and have a good time are not wanted there, and advises 
parents who believe in that sort of a college course to send 
their sons and daughters •elsewhere. This action is a striking 
commentary on the developments of the'times, and there is 
reason'to believe that the results will be wholesome.
